2.  (U)  The  activities  which  I  shall  cover  are  only  those  v.'hich 

involve  US  military  activities  and  those  other  activities  in  II  Corps 
Tactical  Zone  in  wliich  US  interests  are  involved,  such  as  advioirtc,  II 
Corps  Coirjrandcr  and  supporting  operationally  the  two  ROK  divisions 
in  II  Corps  Tactical  Zone. 


3.  (C)  When  I  assumed  command  of  US  Army  forces  in  II  Corps 

Tactical  Zone  in  August  1965,  COiruSMlCV  directed  that  our  primai';/  combat 

mission  was -to  search  out  and  destroy, wherever  v)c  found  them,  the  b.ard 
core  enemy  consisting  of  NVA  aixl  Fi-ain  Force  units  in  II  Corps  Tactical 
Zone.  That  directive  has  never  been  changed  and  the  successes  th.at 
have  been  enjoyed  against  the  enemy  in  II  CTZ  can  be  attributed  in 
large  measure  to  tlic  efforts  that  luvvc  gone  into  carrying  out  the  goo  In 
set  by  this  directive.  In  otlicr  \;oixic,  our  mission  has  been  to  orient 
our  military. efforts  against  the  eneny  and  not  base  it  on  terrain  or 

on  the  defense  of  populated  areas. 

4.  (C)  Initially  the  UR  problem  was  to  find  out  exactly  where 

the  hard  core  enemy  was  located.  Although  vjc  had  much  evidence  \/herc 

he  was,  there  was  little  specific  location  and  even  less  specific 
identification  of  the  enemy.  The  second  problem  v;ac  to  develop  tccn- 
ni,c;vics  for  attacking  hijA,  based  on  US  Anny  capabilities.  The  only 
tcchn.iquc:;  we  had  to  go  on  initially  v;crc  those  whi.ch  had  been  devised 
by  the  ARVN  forces  and  too  many  of  them,  of  necessity,  had  been  developed 
around  minimvam  air  support,  minimum  artillery  support,  minir,-,um  flexibility 
ar,d  relatively  poor  training. 

5.  (U)  BeginnLng  with  the  bsvttle  of  the  la  Drang  in  October- 

h'ovcmber  1965,  when  the  1st  Cavalry  Division  decimated  three  h'VA 
rcg.imcnts,  our  ovm  techniques  rapidly  took  fonn  and,  since  tl'.st  tir..-, 
tlic  ch.vin  of  unbroken  svicccsscs  vjlijch  o\ir  forces  have  rnloyod  over  a 
span  of  two  years  has  proven  the  correctness  of  our  methods  of 
operation.

a.  The  location  of  CIDI  camps  has  materially  acrclrtcd  in 
detecting-',  -planned  enemy  moves  before  they  could  f,ct  set,  Haw  bln  nu;, 
Gravy  Horse,  Nathan  Hale,  Paul  Revere  I,  Paul  Revere  III,  as  i-.ficc tfic 
examples,  -were  successful  nujor  operations  initiated  by  GIDG-  patrol

b.  Increased  and  more  accurate  intclli^Gcncc,  while  still 
not  the  best,  lias  improved  edeh  month  arjd  our  m.any  sources  of  "ooci 
intclliy.cncc  havo  assisted  nvaterially  in  verifyinfj  enemy  locations  and 
concent  rations . 


c.  The  more  than  60  airfields  located  thn^u.lhout  II  Co^ns 
Tactical  Zone  have  mado  it  ponr-iblc,  alonn  '^ith  the  rainy  hicliwayi,  tlvat 
have  been  opened  to  military  traffic,  to  be  able  to  support  offensive 
operations,  whenever  and  wherever  required. 

d.  As ’a  result  of  the  build  up  of  helicopter  transport  the 
flexibility  of  combat  units  has  prolvibly  been  the  sin.'jlc  most  successful 
support  contribution  to  success  ajjainst ‘the  cncr.y.  In  my  jiudy.cmcnt, 

to  have  acco.-aplished  v/hat  we  have  in  the  past  two  years,  it  would  hive 
taken  at  least  four  times  the  number  of  comKat  troops  that  we  have  hid  to 
arrive  at  the  current  level  of  success  in  this  tactical  zone,  if  v;e  had 
not  had  helicopters  to  support  us. 


c.  The  macnificent  air  support,  both  tactical  and  transport, 
can  be  attested  to  dov/h  to  the  last  .soldier  in  the  fro;-it  line.

Tliis  sanctuary  for  a  Inr^-.e  MVA  forco 
is  the  bif2CGt  .sinflc  challcnfto  in  all  of  II  Corps,  Such  a  mili¬ 
tary  sanctuary,  contiguous  to  the  battlefield,  in  a  supposedly 
neutral  coun.try,  in  offoct  tics  up  nearly  one  half  of  key  US 
ground  comba-,  pov.’or  in  II  CTZ,  with  no  means  in  sight  for  us  to 
destroy  the  enemy  except  when  ho  decides  on  his  terms  V7hon  and 
vhero  to  fight  on  the  Vietnam  side  of  tho  border. 


b,  Helicopter  Su’'’-nrt.  Tno  geography  of  the  area 
dictates  a  requirement  fox  a  largo  number  of  helicopters,  \'!o  havo 
been  fairly  successful  in  juggling  resources  for  US  forces,  hov;- 
evor,  this  is  being  done  to  the  detriment  of  *7hat  I  consider 
dcsij'.?.V;lc  apt  for  AnVH  aiid  ROK  forces.  Although  it  is  rel-etivoly 
easy  to  concentrate  assets  for  deliberately  plo.nnofl  ops,  urdt 
commr.r.dors,  to  include  ;\RVM  and  ROKs,  must  havo  hoL'i'optors 
readily  available  for  reaction  forcos  and  to  orploit  successes. 

At  present,  .\RViI  com.mand.ero  have  not  trained  and  ‘..-orkod  with  tho 
helicopters  enough  to  roalivc  tho  full  potential  of  its  trans¬ 
porter.  Net  only  does  it  allov;  units  to  operate  for  sustained 
poriodo  of  time,  but  it  imbuos  a  spirit  of  aggressiveness  dovm  to 
the  small  ui-dt  leaders.

LUC  v;as  inataated,.  an 
additional  100,000  people  ?;ave  been  declared  as  livin;^  in  secured  areas, 
"^'hcrc  have  'seen  55  kilometers  of  highway  and  12  kilometers  of  railro.', d 
opened  by  these  operations.  There  has  also  been  a  significant  increase  in 
t!’,c  number  of  returnees  under  the  Chiou  Hoi  Pro/', ram.  .As  a  conpari.son,  in 
1966,  a  total  of  3PJ^  returned.  Durin.q  the  first  seven  months  of  1967,  717 
Hoi  Chaniis  have  come  in.  In  addition,  there  has  been  a  si.qnif icant  drop 

in  V^  initiated  .-incidents  in  the  province.  The  standout  lesson  is  that  the 
people  will  respond  to  GVH  control  if  ^iven  adequate  security.

efforts  to.  conduct  v/oll  coordinated  main  force-local  force  opera¬ 
tions  against  LCCo  connecting  major  friendly  held  base  areas, 

4.  To  date  v;c  have  never  enjoyed  an  abundance  of  helicopters 
to  meet  our  rcq'uircmcnts.  In  recognition  of  this  chortago  any  ten¬ 
dency  to  fritter  av;ay  helicopter  resources  in  the  defense  of  base 
areas,  protection  of  LCCs,  and  in  administrative  and  logistics  sup¬ 
port  ro.lcs  n'.ust  be  avoidcu.  Sijicc  enemy  main  force  units  must  bo 
cLiniinatcd  before  mcaningl'ul  cuccossos  in  I’cvolutionary  devolopmont 
and  nation  building  can  be  achieved,  it  follov/s  th.'ib  the  highest 
priority  for  the  use  of  avai3.ablo  hcll.coptcrs  should  bo  given  to  the- 
support  of  tactical  maneuver  against  the  main  forces  and  tl:e  base 
area,',  vaiich  support  them.  Application  of  this  principle  in  II  CTZ 
has  been  successful  in  denying  the  enemy  the  sanctuary  of  key  bass 
areas  in  th.c  aono,  kept  him  beaten  dov.-n  and  on  the  rur,  aiid,  of 
equal  iiriportancG,  denied  him  tho  capability  ho  so  ably  used  against 
tl'.o  French  of  piccomoal  scir.uro  of  tho  friendly  base  areas  .and 
destruction  of  friendly  maneuver  forcco.  Successes  gained  in  tr.ls 
vray  h.avo  l.c^d  tho  added  offcct  of  reducing  the  requirement  for  using 
tactical  forcoo  for  security  of  base  areas  and  LCCs  and  freeing 
them  for  incroasod  use  in  offonsivo  operations  gainst  the  enemy 
forcoo.

Succcacful  avoidanco  of  daily  "yo-yoing",  ho'.rav.er, 
requires  tliat  a  larger  ratio  of  helicopter  unito  to  maneuver  unit.o 
be  made  available  in  a  large  tactical  zone  where  the  centralization 
of  helicopter  units  is  not  practical,  Tho  larger  i*atio  is  rv’quircd 
to  insure,  that  the  tactical  commander  in  each  area  has  sufficient 
support  to  handle  foreseeable  peak  operational  requirements  con¬ 
sistent  v.lth  tho  cncr.iy  threat  in  lus  area.  V/hilc  utilization  can  bo 
expected  to  l.ag  during  periods  of  lessor  activity  it  should  not  be 
of  overriding  importance  in  the  allocation  of  helicopters  bctv.-ccn 
cup;>srtcd  forces.  As  an  added  note  on  the  allocation  of  helicopter 
rccourcos,  an  even  higher  holicoptcr  to  maneuver  force  ratio  is  rc- 
quii'cd  for  support  of  f  ox'ce  operating  in  highland  areas  to  compen¬ 
sate  for  higher  altitude  v/hich  ranges  up  to  3>C00  feet  higher  than 
coastal  areas  in  II  CTZ  and  rcstxdcts  the  load  carrying  capacity  by 
ao  much  as  50^'.

threats  existing  throughout  tho  GTZ,  the  scarcity  of  lielicoptcr 
units  and  the  ever  present  requirement  to  meet  tactical  cmorgcncies, 
indicate  that  op-erational  control  of  non-divisional  hel.Lcoptcr  unito 
s'nould  bo  retained' by  the  senior  conm.andcr  in  tho  tactical  zone.  Dy 
retaining  operational  control  and  allocating  units  to  the  direct 
sup;x)rt  of  the  various  major  manouv'cr  units,  the  scidor  tactical 
cor,G;;andor  retains  th^e  flexibility  to  s'nift  and  mass  helicopter  re¬ 
sources  to  rapidly  meet  emergencies  throughout  the  zone,  capitalize 
on  targets  of  opportunity  and  achieve  scheduled  campaign  objectives. 

7.  Turning  again  to  the  necessity  for  maximizing  the  use  of 
available  helicopters  in  support  of  tactical  op'crations,  much  can

The  builrl.bny 
of  C-I3O  capable  atripa^  ovoiy  GO  lci].o!r,:itera  in  the  7,ono>  totalling 
40  in  all,  has  brouyht  cnen-y  baaea  in  even  the  i.'.oct  ruyyod  and 
othcr.dsQ  inaccoaaiblc  areas  vathin  efficient  reach  of  hclj.bo'.J'.e 
assault.

TTvio  practice  in  II  CTZ, 
cncompassiny  more  than  25  company  moves  in  whicli  the  maintenar.ee 
base  displaced  duriny  the  past  year,  has  resulted  in  substantial 
cavinys  in  rotor  time  which  v;ere  used  to  increase  tactical  pressuvo 
on  the  enemy.  Prompt  movement  of  the  maintcnanco  base  is  essential 
to  avoid  doad-headiny  lony  distmccs  for  maintenance  of  the  hcLicop:* 
tors.

to  provide  prompt,  sustained  support  from  any  of  the  tactical 
operations  bases  in  H  CTZ,.

In  suirj'.’.aryj  c;q>ericncc  indicates  that  the'  hcLicopter,  r.oro 
tlion  any  other  tactical  v/capon,  has  enabled  U5/Fv.Ww''/ARVi'.’  forcocj  in 
II  CTZ  to  defeat  the  enciq/  stratcT^y  and  tactics  which  he  used  so 
effectively  in  defeating  thc''French  forces  in  Indo-China.  Exper¬ 
ience  in  the  employment  of  hclibornc  forces  in  II  CTZ  can  be 
applied  to  counterinsurgency  environments  found  in  the  littoral 
nations  of  Latin  America  and  Africa.  Because  helicopter  rcsourcos 
ca-n  he  c>:])ectcd  to  bo  scarce  in  the  initial  stages  of  a  countei'in- 
surgcncy  campoign,  it  is  essential  that  these  resources  be  usod  to 
the  ma.:d.mum  extent,  possible  for  support  of  tactical  operations 
againsit  enemy  main  forces  and  base  areas.  Tho  application  of  certain 
principles  v.’hich  have  evolved  fi'om  experience  in  II  CTZ  v.'ill  enhance 
tho  achdovc'mont  of  increased  tactical  effectiveness  in  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  helicopters,  /jnong  these  are: 


a.  helicopter  un.itG  must  bo  located  in  the  baso  areas  of 
ranouver  forces  thoy  support. 

b.  Holioop)tor  units  should  havo  tho  same  capabiLity  to 
move  by  air  as  the  units  they  support.

c.  t'o  compensate  for  vdcloly  diepnrsed  location  of  forces 
and  for  tho  effects  of  density  altitude  in  mountainous  areas, higher 
holicoptor  to  m.aneuver  force  ratios  are  required, 

d.  Building  and  use  of  roads  must  bo  increased  to  reduce 
tho  use  -f  helicopters  in  administrative  movement  of  troops  and 
logistic  support.

The*  helicopters  in  use  to  support  operations  are  most  cTTicicnt  operating 
at  a  raaius  of  UO  kilor.oters  or  less.  Tiiis  led  to  the  concept  of 
constructin';  , a  network  of  C-130  capable  airfields,  one  every  CO  kilo- 
neters  throu-j'nout  the  II  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  To  further  reduce 
helicopter  blade-tine,  closc-in  CyA  aircraft  capable  airfield-s  vero 
built  to  support  si>ecific  opc'rationn.  As  of  July  196?  a  total  of  7U 
active  airfields  had  been  constructod  or  upgraded,  of  v;hich  liO  v;ero 
capablo  of  rcceivijig  C-130  aircraft,  Tho  rcra.aining  3U  were  capablo  of 
taking  C-7A  or  C-123  aircraft. 


b.  In  the  typo  of  war  v;c  have  experienced  in  Victn.u.i,  it  caia 

never  be  assumed  that  once  o.n  operation  is  successfully  concluded,  tho 
area  ’.;ill  henceforth  continue  to  be  cleared  of  tho  enemy.  Experience 

has  s’no-«n  tiiat  airfields  have  nonaally  been  utilized  frequently  either 
in  support  of  new  operations,  or  for  logistical  reasons,  long  after  tho 
initial  purpose  has  ended,  ^^Aaenever  possible,  hov/over,  an  operation 
slaould  be  supported  by  road. 


2.  llOAnS 

a.  Tlao  'noart  of  any  gucccgsX’uI  operation  or  ca;T.paign  is  the  road 
net  t'nat  sustains  tho  logistics  resupply’ to  keep  thi  r.o.r.sntx.a  going  against 
the  enemy.  Roads  must  be  kept  opei-ational.  Foresighx.  must  bo  given  to 
repairing  roads  during  the  dry  season  to  hold  up  during  the  rainy  season. 

It  is  almost  impossible,  or  at  least  very  expensive,  to  repair  a  road 
during  the  rainy  season.  New  roads  should  be  planned  and  engineers  apprised 
of  the  urgency  to  get  them  constructed  as  soon  as  possible  when  an 
operation  begins.  Exaigples  of  what  have  been  done  in  II  CTZ  in  these 
respects  arc: 

(1)  Repair  oi'id  upgrading  of  1J>0  KM  national  and  provincial 
routes  west  of  Plciku  City  to  support  continuing  operations  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Cambodian  border, 

(2)  Repair  and  upgrading  of  171  KX'  national  and  provincial 
routes  in  Binh  Dinh  Province  to  support  continuing  operations.

As  of  this  time  approximately  69  percent  of  tho  main  roads  tls-ouohcut 
the  area  have  been  repaired  to  the  extent  that  they  arc  passable  to 
vehicular  traffic.  This  situation  has  brought  courage  and  confidence  to 
the  people  affected,  although  security  still  remains  a  problem  along 
certain  stretches. 


3.  AirthO.blLS  KyCuNZSR  EQUIPii’.sdT 

a.  For  successful  operations  again.st  the  enemy,  landjr.;;  '/.ones, 
fire  svipport  bases,  .and  forviard  lambing  strips  must  be  d.',velo,)ed  and  ’ 
expended  into  enemy  territory.  Clearing  and  developing  these  areas 
must  bo  acco”ipli5hod  by  airtranspor bed  tools  and  equipment.  The  use  of 
hco'.c!  tools,  povjcr  saws,  and  c'.qolosivcs  is  a  slov;  and  physically  exhausting 
process.  .  Tius  has  been  particul.a-rly  tme  in  tine  thick,  hardu'ood  areas 
found  in  the  II  Cor'.js  Tactical  Zone.  To  overcome  this  situation, 
light  weig'nt  airmobile  cn,"ineer  constniction  equipment  lik.o  that  is.'.uod 
by  the  engineers  of  the  Ist  Cavalry  Division  (ilii)  has  proven  ir.v.r.luvablc. 
This  cquipriicnt,  complete  or  scctionali'^ed  can  be  hcli-lifted  into  areas 
not  accessible  by  LOG.  Light'.;cight  bulldoscrs,  graders,  scrapers,  front 
loaders,  rollers,  and  even  small  dump  trucks  have  proven  particular!;

Six  of  these  nev/  aircraft  arA  etationco  rlTi  the  central  highlands;  and,  at 
least  initially,  they  seem  to  bo  showing  good  roaults. 

2.  Disease  in  South  Viatnon: 

a.  South  Vietnam  is  a  plague  and  cholera  endemic  area.  During 
Jv.nc  19o7j  there  were  52  caios  of  plague  and  9d  c.^se.s  of  cholera  II  CTZ 
(not  ail  provinces  .reporting).  To  da.te,  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of 
plague  or  cholera  among  U3  troops.  These  facts  point  out  L/»»0  iiOOvA  ^'O 
tinuo  ti'.o  active  iriuounizati  on  program  arid  hign  sanitary  standard.s  of  US 
military  troops  in  Vietnam,

av.d  Dapsonc  Tablets.  The  malaria  rate.s  Cvsmpare  fav.Drsbly  to  those  figures 
during  V.'orld  V/ar  H  when  vdsole  infantry  divisions  in  the  South  Pacific  had 

to  be  re, moved  from  combat  for  rehabilitation  because  of  the  high  incidence 
of  malaria. 
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
